The main position of the Chris' 
tians was in a hamlet on the ridge of 
he hills, where they had hoisted the 
flag of Greece. This position was about 


,000 yards from the warships. At 4:30 
.'clock the flagship displayed signals 
for the Dryad, Harrier and Bevenge 
and one each of the Italian, German 
and Snssiau squadrons to open fire oat 
the Cretan position. The order 
quickly complied with. The British 
vessels flred about forty shells and Hie 
other vessels abont thirty. The aim 
of the gunners was very good, and it 
waa soon seen that the position of the 
nsorgents was becoming untenable; 
[n abont ten minutes the Greek flag 
was hauled down, and as soon as It dis- 
appeared the order "cease firing" was 
given and the guns of the fleet imme- 
llately became silent. Thereupon the 
flag was again hoisted on its staff. 
The rocks im the vicinity were crowded 
with Cretans. The Mussulmans, en- 
couraged, and emboldened by the as- 
sistance that had been given to them 
by the fleets of Christian Europe, now 
began a lively fusillade on the Cretans 
who, were engaged in removing their 
wounded. The Christians were evi- 
dently dispirited by the action of the 
leets, and made no attempt to return 
the

One who ts plainly an ardent lover of 
hiflHlass muslJ of all kinds sends a totter 
to the Tribune urzloz the need of a cam- 
paign oi education In respect ofctraroh 
matte. The letter is largely personal, but 
In parts It speaks oat so righteous a com- 
plaint that ft becomes a duty to print it. 
iowlderatkin of the points raised ID It 
might proatably be taken up by the re- 
cently orianlzed Guild of Organists, even 
at the expense of the question of gowns 
and millinery which has figured so largely 
Its announcement*. We quote: 
It seems to BM that the public Indiffer- 


enoe or bad taste, or both, are to blame 
for tbe sort of music we have to hear in 
oaurch The present working of the 
third factor does not show a very high 
decree of intelligence, does it ? 
What is that culture worth, which per- 
mits people to crowd a high class orches- 
tral concert on Saturday evening, and San- 
day Bock to hear musical services In 
whloh the music is mere bombast and sen- 
tlmentality? At a vesper service not long 
ago the name of Wagner stood against the 
"Magnificat" on a printed programme. 
The first verses were made ont of bits 
From "The Flying Dutchman" and "Lo- 
hengrin." At the words, "He hath 
showed strength with hia arm," there was 
a theatrical ptuse, and then a cornet pro- 
claimed 
the 
sword 
motive. 
After 
ohurch, as I was harrying to escape 
from a march by Meyerbeer, aome people 
stopped me to ask It the "Magntflnst" had 
not been "perfectly thrilling.' 


Indeed, I am constantly surprised by 
hearing coarse and gandy church music 
praised by people of refined minds and 
lovaly character. And 10 it seems to me 
that there never will be good ohuroh 
music until people are capable of tuffur- 
ingtrombaa church music. The masl- 
cians will do what they are praised for 
doing. The quartet will never know how 
offensive It Is to hear the "Sanctus" sung 
"with feeling," if the congregation do not 
know it. As long as people are ready to 
become sentimental, then a heady malt 
voioe, or a throaty female voice, becomes 
soulful over sacred words. The singers 
will go on believing that they are admira- 
ble Instead of distressing. To descend to 
a lower plane, they will not even study 
their trivial parts when they know that 
"the auxiliary noise of the organ will 
bolster np their vocal deficiencies." They 
will not even take the trouble to learn 
enunciation, until the well-dressed, well- 
to-do public learos how to pronounce its 
own language Too many nice people in 
the pews sing "Allelujahealleruja!" for 
the choir to be ashamed of singing "Lord 
have maisce!" 
If you could only make people sec that 
Lhere » Bach a thing as fitness? Last 
Lsnt I tried to attend aome week-day 
choral vespers. The hymns were played 
like fast waltzes: the Creed and the Con- 
fession were taken so fast no one could 
follow; the different parts of the service 
were strung together with foolish trillings 
and flutlngs; we went from key to key 
with futile modulations, sometimes with- 
out attempt at any, and when the Collect 
for Peace said, "that we may pass our time 
in peace and quietness," the organ broke 
in on the "Amen" with a hoarse shout 
like a converted sailor at a Salvation 
Army meeting. And the worst waa that 
no one seemed to be in the least disturbed.

The building 
was opened aui) dedicated on November 
26,1895, by Rev. B. a Conaty of Spring- 
field, before a large audience com posed of 
citizens of all denominations. Shortly 
alter the opening of the building the so- 
ciety were overtaken by a serious indus- 
trial depression that has prevented them 
from paying off any of then- indebted 
ness. The members take this means of 
giving their many flriends an opportunity 
to help them in raising funds.

bazaar is in charge of a committee of 20 
who are determined to make it the most 
Bttcoessfiil affair the society has eve* held.
